las been unusually busy. He denied 
.'himself to many "callers at the white 
Jxouse, but a senator's card—and many 
'•were presented during the day—opened 
vwide the doors of his private room. 
'Those who called were uncommunica- 
tive, but enough was learned to estab- 
lish beyond-dispute the fact that the 
•^president is using both his personal and 
'official influence on behalf of treaty rati- 
fficafonD, and that he'''will be successful 
iin hia endeavors there can be little qu'eq-.

"' The pressure being exercised by Mr. 
McKinley is of a different kind, however; 
'tram that exercised by President Cleve- 
land to secure the passage of the finan- 
cial measures that occupied so much of 
rthe time of the, extra session of 1896. 
'TBen, it will be remembered, Mr. Cleve- 
land "held up" all .appointments. 
That 


•is, he refused to fill the federal 
offices 


with friends of such senators as opposed 
'the passage of the pending act, and by 
this means brought over a number of 
;Kesitating statesmen to his way of 


• -thinking. But President McKinley will 
•depend for the most part upon less es- 
"t-reme and arbitrary measures. 
He de- 


mires to avoid even the appearance of 
•coercion, and has given it out that the 


• action of senators in the present .emer- 
igency will have noeffeet.upqn the filling 
of the offices. 'Yet those ..who desire to 


•• stand well at the White House under- 
stand that agreement with the presi- 
dent's policy will have a tendency to ac- 


celerate, action in some .directions, and 
perhaps they will act accordingly.

is -a quiet little, game that is being 
played, and those in.it know that the 
president holds the biggest trumps. 


EFFECT 
OF RATIFICATION 


.It \Vonld Change the Political 
Status 


of AsuinaUlo tm<l His Followers 


Washington, Jan. 27—A member of 


4he cabinet, in discussing the effects of 
the ratification of the peace treaty with 
Spain upon the Philippines, statesjhe 
-case thus:

. "As matters now stand, the insur- 


gents are'Spanish subjects .and under 
the terms of the protocol this govern- 
ment is restrained 
from making war 


upon them. Of course our soldiers can 
act on the defensive and will undoubt- 
edly resist with all the means at their 
-command if they are attacked by the in- 
surgents. Aguinaldo understands' the 
•situation perfectly, and while maintain- 
ing an attitude of hostility toward this 
..government he is not likely to precipi- 
tate a conflict between his fpllo.wers- and 
the American troops. He is perfectly 
secure so long as the "status quo is main- 
tained* but the ratification. of the treaty 
•will change^'the situation in the Phil- 
ippines.

"The Filipinos will no longer be Span- 


ash citizens/but .will become subject to 
the sovereignty of. the. United States., 
Then.if they;persist in a hostile attitude

mal; also a bill making the Australian 
ballot law applicable to primary elec- 
tions in all cities of less than 125,000 
inhabitants.

Major 
Mills testified that the president's prom- 
ise of immunity to witnesses had not 
been put in writing. 


Secretary of War Alger was the next 


witness. He detailed a conversation be- 
tween Eagan and himself in which the 
former expressed a 
desire to prefer 


charges against Gen, Miles. 
•'•Under 


the president's promise," I told him, "it 
could not be done. The president him- 
self had given tnat order to me."' No 
other questions were propounded. 


The court arose as'Gen. • Alger came 


and went. 


Col. George B. Davis and Alexander 


were recalled and testified as tojhe hfib- 
itsof Gen. Eagan, 
He ""was "always 


mild in speech, never violent or coarse. 
Dr. Hopkins, the son-in-law of Eagan, 
said the latter was distracted. He told 
his wife the general needed^ watching. 
He feared his mind was affected, 


Mrs. Hopkins, 
daughter of Gen. 


Eagan, said her fatbar appeared, paper 
in hand, and said. "Miles has crucified 
me." He was changed after that. We 
entertained the gravest fears. 


Counsel Worthington announced that 


the accused rested his case. 


After a recess he began the . argu- 


ment. He said the witnesses before the 
court were not answerable to another 
"ourt for the language used in the first 
court in response to pertinent or relev- 
ant questions. '.'Doubly privileged," ho 
said, "is my client by the president's 
promise there would be no court martial 
to try officers for ntterances before the 
commission of inquiry." Col. Davis 
submiteS the case, and the court then 
considered it in secred.

IN STATE WATERS 


.COMMISSION 
REPORTS 
ITS 


WORK FOR TWO YEARS. 


Many Millions of Young Fish Distri- 


buted In the' Rivers and Lakes- 
Enforcement of the Close Season 
Has Produced Beneficial Results- 
Some Recommendations. 


Madison, Jan. 27—The biennial report 


of the State Fish commission, presented 
to the senate yesterday, shows that 67,- 
685,120 fish were distributed about the 
state by the cotnmiEsion in 1898, and 
55,563,615 in 1897. 
Notwithstanding 


this number of young fish distributed, 
the report.says, the demand for fish to 
stock streams is steadily increasing, and 
far inxexcess of the ability, under exist-. 
ing conditions, of the commiasion to 
supply. 
The appropriations for two 


years past amounted to $50,000. includ- 
ing. 810,000 for the new .Bayfleld hatch- 
ery. The expenditures for .the same 
time, were $49,876.08.- A detailed ac- 
count of the expenditures is given with 
the report. 


A good part of the report deals- with 


the inland fisheries of the state, which, 
the report says, are becoming more val- 
uable each year. Their value, the re- . 
port goes on to say, lies not alone in the 
amount of food they produce each year, 
but in the number of tourists they draw . 
to the state. The money spent in ' the 
state by these summer visitors'.each year 
reaches into the millions; the commis- . 
sipcers think, and in. view of that fact 
the inland fisheries are•- worthy of.en- 
couragement.-

Their H-.m« Is In an Entirely Isolated 


Chain of 
ftlountalua. 
• . 


.The home of these birds, the Harz, 


.an _entirely isolated chain of moun- 
tains rising out of the plain between 
-the rivejs Lelne 
and Saale, is the 


most northern elevation/of importance 
in Germany and lies partly in Prus- 
sia, partiy in Anhalt and Brunswick. 
The best song canaries are reared here 
at the present time, chiefly in Andreas- 
berg, a town also celebrated for its 
silver mines. In every house and cot- 
tage of the place, you see canaries, 
and on/ a fine jsummer's day, when 
walking by, their song 
greets .you 


from every open door and window. 
Whereas with, the other races, of ca- 
naries color,' markings, shape and size 
are important points, with this'breed 
"there is but one—their song. The birds 
are usually of middle size and- strongly 
built; the head is ' larger, the legs 
shorter and the neck not "so long as in 
the common canary; the legs slant 
backward a little and the bird does 
not stan-J as upright as the others.

SOME BUYERS REFUSE TO 


. PRICES DEMANDED. 


PAY 


Deliveries At the Wai chouses 
Are 


Large—An Organized Effort 'Being 
Made to Gather In the Crop—Ware- 
housemen Are Kept Busy These 
Days. 
In speaking of conditionsinthe Janes- 


ville tobacco market the Farm and 
Home says, that there is but 
little 


change in local conditions, there being 
several buyers riding from this and the 
adjoining markets and a goodly,,number 
of crops have been picked up at prices 
about the same as have prevailed for 
some time, from 4. to 7 cents in the 
Dundle. 


Some of the buyers have ceased rid- 


ing, claiming that farmers are asking 
too much, but others are pegging along, 
pajing the prices quoted above. 


We understand that two or three east- 


ern' men have entered the state and will 
begin buying, adding new life to the 
contest. 


Since our last report a great deal o( 


tobaccb has been delivered, dozens oi 
loads coming in every day. Last Sat- 
urday at least one hundred teams deliv- 
ered at local warehouses one of which 
wae a four horse load of about 3,60C 
pounds. 


The warehouses are nearly all running 


full blast and hundreds of cases are 
packed every day. 
In old goods a fairly 


active trade is maintained and .shipments 
are liberal.

"A new impulse has been given the to- 
bacco mOTernent this week by several 
new buyers entering the field and some- 
thing like a lively chase hos developed 
in what seems to be an" 'organized at- 
tempt to gather in the balance of the 
crop..
